It waa found that 
no less than 23 persons, mainly women 
and children had been crushed to death in 
the stampede. A large nnmber of persons 
had limbs broken, and. were otherwise in- 
jured.

The royal commission on the Irish 
Cburrh establishment have made there re- 
port. They recommend the abolition of 
all the Episcopal sees and cathedral estab- 
lishments in Ireland, except 8 to be main- 
tained on rcducedin comes. They also re- 
port in favour of measures to encourage 
tenants under church leases to purchase 
property in prepctuity, and to enable land 
holders, by the payment of tithes and rent 
charges, to eventually redeem and regain 
possession of their lands.

will be raised probaoly from 8c to 16o to- 

30o per gallon, wholesale, and from 20o to 
25o to 50c to 75o, or perhaps even higher, 
retail. Who but a Yankee would have 
ever thought of such a. speculation j how 
Mr. Higgine must laugh at the gullibility 
of Canadians. Further, while Mr. Hig- 
gine holds all the refined ail, sncl prevents 
the refiners from manufacturing until 
December, he in the meaDtimeis about to 
purchase up all the crud stuff at the welts, 
and elsewhere, which, during the next four 
months, he will store away, and consumera 
will be left entirely at his mercy for their 
supplies. Dealers should be cautious not 
to invest too largely in oil j this unique 
monopoly cannot remain permanent, and 
by the end of December, unless a similar 
arrangement is entered into by Mr. Hig- 
gine and the .proprietors of the refineries, 
tho article will speedily again come down 
to reasonable rates. We await with in- 
terest the next Yankee-Canadian specula- 
tion. This monopoly of Mr. Higgins 
takes effect from the 1st" August.—-Zon- 
don Prototype. 



Playing with Snakes— A Horrible 

Death. 



All Melbourne was talking, when tho 
Australian mail departed, about a very 
lamentable and remarknblo death by snake- 
bite. A man named Shicrs had come in 
from the buBh with various kinds of poi- 
sonous serpents, which he exhibited about 
tho town, allowing them to bito him, and 
then rubbing on tho wound a certain sub- 
stance, whioh he declared to bo n sovereign 
remedy against aoakc-poison. The snakes 
were of the deadliest sort known in South 
Australia — such as tho tiger snake, car- 
pet snake, and puff adder; but hero, 
though any ono of the reptiles can kill in 
twenty-four hours, was this exhibitor eafo 
and sound after every bito which thoy 
gave him. Some called him a public beno- 
faotor, and bought bis nostrum ; others 
pronounced him a charlatan, and asserted 
that tho snakes that wounded him had 
been deprived of their poisonous powers. 
Among these last was a police magistrate, 
Mr. Drummond, who actually insisted 
upon being bitten, in order that lie might 
expose tho cheat, Tho enako-doctor really 
sccma to have done ol! he could to break 
tho resolution of his assailant. Ho warned 
Mr. Drummond — rather against his own 
professed faith in tho medicine— that it 
was a terrible risk: to run gratuitously ; 
and ho appears to havo proved, by experi- 
ments on fowls ends rabbits, that his rop- 
tiles rotoinod their fangs in full poisonous 
efficiency. Tho police magistrate would 
not bo put off; and ho persisted that one 
of tho tiger snakes, a tleadly variety, should 
bo applied to liis wrist. Shicrs lot him 
havo his way. Tho suako fastened upon 
his arm, and blood was drawn, whoreupon 
tho rash oxpcrimentaiUt pKCsentlyswoonod 
away, and tho rcmciy was vigorously 
rubbed upon tho pan bitten. So far as 
the shakes were concerned, tho result af- 
forded a woof only too ©omnia 'and tragi- 
cal that, although the exhibitor wm in 
somo strange way protected against thoir 
poison, tho- reptiles waro really venomous 
Hut, aa intonued to demonstrate the worth- 
Icsflncae of tho alleged euro, tho foolish ex- 
periment succeeded but too well, for Mr. 
Drummond, after, recovering from his 
fainting fit and going home, was again at- 
tacked with a horrible faintnees ; his arm 
and body became swollen ; he had stupor, 
convulsions, pangs of agony, and finally 
died of oxhaustion wftbin the twenty-four 
hours. ' Mr. Drummond loft a widow and 
many young children to mourn hia deplor- 
hardlhoodj and the oity of Melbourne baa 
lost a pumio man 'of acknowledged ability 
and onorffy. Bhirce was apprehended, 
oharged with rosnalsughtor, and commit* 
tad for bis trial ; though it is diffioult to 
ace how ho osn bo condemned if he serious- 
ly tried to prevent tho mad experiment, 
and if ho can ehow that ho has faith in 
hia drag. 



Fifty Miles in Eleven Hours. 

Mr. Edward Payson Weston, who ac- 
complished the walk from Portland, Me., 
to Chicago, last autumn, a distance of 
1,228 miles, in thirty consecutive days, 
excepting Sunday, attempted another feat 
of walking fifty miles in eleven hours, at 
Forest City Park, Portland, last Saturday. 
The weather was favourable with the ex- 
ception of the heat, which, during the 
morning and midday, was somewhat un- 
comfortable. The attendance in the after- 
noon was good, and it increased until 7 
o'clock. Mr, Weston commenced at 8.05 
a.m., and he walked briaklv until noon, 
when he had completed his 25th mile, 
and was twenty minutes ahead of time. 
He then wasted some ten or fifteen minutes 
that afterwards were badly wanted, and 
partook too heartily of crackers and iced 
tea, which made him feel somewhat indis-. 
posed. Ho recommenced, and after a few 
miles indulged in a cigar, which had an un- 
favourable effect. He recovered in a great 
measure, but on the 44th mile, in walking 
fast with a friend, he " injured one of his 
legs," which troubled. him - considerably ; 
and it is to these causes that he attributes 
his failure to accomplish his feat of fifty 
miles in eleven hours. Daring his last 
three miles it began to bo apparent that 
ho could not accomplish tho fifty miles 
within the prescribed time, and consider- 
able interest and excitcment'ensued. Ho 
tried to make up his lost average time, 
but could not. An attempt was made to 
induce him to forego his last half milo 
when it was found that ho could not ac- 
complish it, but he walked bis fifty miles 
with on increase of six and a half minutes 
over eleven hours.. Weston's quickest 
mile was 1 1.57, and his slowest — the after- 
dinner mile — 22 minutes. , 

Among tho incidents of the occasion 
was tho presence, at the judgo's stand, of 
Gen. Tom Thumb and parU, inoluding 
Mrs. Stratton, Miss Minnie Warren, Com- 
modore Nutt, and tho manager and his 
Indy. Commodore Nutt stripped for tho 
contest, aud created & deal or amusement 
by walking around tho course (half a mile) 
in five minutes and fifty-five seconds, cer-

DJ8BABE IK TOB POTATOE. — TIlO Kingston 

ATcip* says this dlscaschas already developed 
Its presence In Kingston and vicinity, and 
&are are entertained of great toss through ita 
Influence. Another rather unusual, but not 
unprecedented, circumstance connected with 
tho potatoo Oils season, caused by the exces- 
sive heat of tho soil, is to bo observed in 
many patches of the most forward and thrifty 
varieties — that of the new tuber throwing 
out shoots for a fresh plant, while the old 
stalks gradually and prematurely die, off, 
giving place to the new ones. ThlB action 
of the plant terids to rapidly exhaust the 
potatoo, and render It unfit for food. A large 
and splendid field of potatoes owned by Mr. 
Tomkina, Barric street, is affected in this 
way to such an extent that he conceives his 
only remedy to he digging them at once be- 
fore l hey become totally worthless, perhaps 
the best plan for all to adopt who are simi- 
larly situated. There can be little doubt 
but that the full crop will be seriously cur- 
tailed by these untoward circumstances. 

Riora in Texas.— On the evening of the 
15th of July, a serious row occurred at Milll- 
cau, on the Central Railroad, Galveston, 
Texas. A mob of about twenty-five negroes, 
led by a white school teacher and a negro 
preacher named Brooks, attempted to hang 
6ne William Halliday, but the white citizens 
interfered to prevent the execution, and 
headed by the sheriff and the ngeut of the 
Frecdmen's Bureau, attempted to suppress 
the mob. The result was the death of ton 
or twelve negroes. On the 16th instant, the 
numbers increased on both sides, and skir- 
mishing occurred during the day, the esti- 
mated number of casualties being twenty- 
five. A small body of troops arrived late 
last night, and dispersed the rioters after 
killing three negroes. The latter, number- 
ing 300 or GOO persons, had fortified them- 
selves three miles from Milltcan, and refused 
.to lay down their arras until the troops dis- 
persed them.- The entire loss was between 
fifty and sixty persons. The collision Is said 
to have been brought about by a suspicion 
that a negro member of the Loyal League 
bad been hanged, but who has since been 
found. 

A Great "Seel" is Chicago. — A ahrcwd 
joker succeeded in completely victimizing 
some classes of business men in Chicago, who 
are unusually keen to " smell a mice." On 
Tuesday evening a rather shabby looking 
young man went to the Briggs House and 
told the clerk that he was the driver of Robert 
Bonner's horses, and that Bonner was on his 
way to Chicago with five of bis famous stud. 
He asked that a suit of the best rooms in the 
hotel he assigned to Mr. Bonner and himself, 
a request with which the clerk was only too 
happy to comply. The applicant stated that 
a serenade was to be given to Mr. Bonner, 
and proceeding to the office of Van's Light 
Guard Band, by the same adroit story secured 
the services of the Band for the "serenade." 
Then he went to an extensive 'HVcry atable 
and engaged a band waggon,' with four-horeea 
and a driver. The band got aboard and wore 
driven by direction, of the consequential 
"horseman" to a propeller in. the river, 
where the temous horses were to be disem- 
barked, and were required to play a number 
of popular airs out of compliment to the cap- 
tain of the vessel.

Another 
up train, which was in motion, was stopped 
just In Ume to allow the removal of the body 
on some boards to the excursion train, which 
proceeded on to tho bridge. Tho deceased 
docs not appear to have been under the In- 
fluence of liquor; indeed, he is spoken of aa 
having been both soborand industrious; but 
the apparent recklessness displayed from the 
starting of the train at Niagara until the 
place where the falal results of his daring 
antics occurred is somewhat extraordinary, 
and furnishes a sad warning to those, who 
defy consequences in tho exhibition of empty 
bravado. As (ho deceased fell he struck the 
arm of a lad standing on the platform of the 
car and fractured his wrist. An Inquest waa 
held at the Suspension Bridge, and a verdict 
in accordance with the abave facts rendered. 
A widowed mother and a sister are the only 
relatives whom the deceased leaves to mourn 
his loss. They were communicated with by 
telegraph as soon as the Bridge was reached, 
and were on the pier when the steamer ar- 
rived in the evening to' receive bis remains, 
but they did not arrive until the arrival of 
the train from Hamilton later In the evening. 
The deceased was about twenty-two years of 
age ; he was a member of the 10th Royals, 
and was buried yesterday afternoon with 
military honours.

An Intollcotual Prodigy- 

Tho members of a small, but liighly cul- 
tivated world in Paris are at present muoh 
occupied with a great marvel. This is a 
pretty young girl of twelve or fourteen, 
wlio has received a good but not extraor- 
dinary education, but who, to tho amaze- 
ment of everyone, speaks a number of lan- 
guages with extraordinary case, and has 
rapidly developed, within a f^w months, a 
depth 'and extent of knowledge of every 
kind which is literally miraculous. Ilcr 
parenle and friends who havo been with 
her constantly, declare that her reading 
has been limited, and her knowledge of the 
world next to nothing, yet there isscarcely 
an event in history, a great work in art, a 
distinguished man of letters, or artist, or 
statesman unknown to her. Of all theso 
she speaks as if they wero known to her 
by experience^ A distinguished juristand 
pliilosophcr, who heard of this living mir- 
aclo, declared, after several hours conver- 
sation, that there was not a judge in Eu- 
ropo moro profoundly familiar with eicry 
phase of crime, every caprice of tlie aber- 
rations of passion, or every theory of re- 
form and punishment than this infant. It 
has been observed that her mind darts like 
lighlniog from him to conjecture, and that 
sho surmises and draws forth facts and 
truths with a strange power-like divination. 
" She learned from me ten times more than 
I knew myself on a subjcot which I had 
studied for years," was the remark of a 
well hnown tavanl t who had conversed 
with her in hope to fathom her Beerct of 
acquiring knowledge. There is no claim 
to supernatural or mystical influences, and 
tho power, whatever it be, is purely men- 
tal. " 
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Seeing tho Sun at Midnight. 

In July, 18G5, Mr. Campbell, United 
States Minister to Norway, with a party 
of American gentlemen, went far enough 
north to see the sun at midnight. It was 
GO degrees north latitude, and they ascen- 
ded a cliff 1,0 00 feet high above the Arctic 
Sea. The scene is thus described : — " It 
was late, but Mill cunlight. The Arctio 
Ocean stretched away in silent vastn'ess at 
our feet ; the sound of tho waves scarcely 
reached our airy look-out; away in the 
north the huge old sun swung low along the 
horison, like the slow beat of the tall clock' 
in our grandfather's parlour corner. SVe 
all stood silently looking at our watches. 
When both hapdscame together at twelve, 
midnight, the full round orb hung trium- 
phantly above tho wave — a bridge of gold 
running due north spangled the waters be- 
tween us and him. There he shone in si- 
lent majesty, which knew no setting. Wo 
involuntarily took off our hats^ — no word 
was said. Combine the m03t brilliant sun- 
rise you ever saw, and its beauties will 
I»ale before tho gorgeous colouring which 
it up the ocean; heaven, and mountain. 
In half an hour tho aun had swung up 
perceptibly on its beat, the colours had 
changed to those of morning, afresh breezo 
rippled over tho florid' sea, one songster 
after another piped out of the grove benind 
us — we had slid into another day." '

The 
event attracted mapy thousands of apecla tors, 
Upwards of flOOO volunteers mustered on the 
occasion, including several corps from Glas- 
gow and tho West of Scotland ; and the 
Interest of tho proceedings was considerably 
enhanced by the presence of artillery, cavalry, 
and infantry, belonging to the regular army. 

An Ekbegktio Wohan.— A young married 
woman residing In Greenock, who was not 
satisfied with hoi husband, removed all tho 
furniture from tie house one morning lately, 
let It to a fresh tenant, and ere Breakfast 
time tho In-conere were comfortably in- 
stalled. When the betrayed husband came 
home for his "Jarritch," ho found himself 
bereaved at oncj of house, wifo, and child. 
His chest and uiibrclla, however, were left. 

HoauoKisu Is Unpopular in some. parts of 
Europe.
